The Law of the Dog. 


Justice Henry W. Williams, of the 


Pennsylvania Supreme Court, has been 
looking up the law made and provided 
in reference to dogs and now we have a 
decision from the highest judicial tribun- 
al in the Commonwealth on a do? case. 
The gist of the Sapreme Court's deliver- 
ance is to establish the fact tliat under 
the common law there is no such thing 
as legal property in a dog, but that Ihe 
owner of the premises upon which with 
said owners knowledge and consent a 
dog is habilnally and continuously kept, 
is responsible for that dogs misdoings. 


The dog in the case which occupied the 


Supreme Court's attention was supposed 
by the dog's neighbors to belong to a 
four-year old hoy. The boy was the son 
of a widow, who lived with her brother 
and kept house for him and the dog lived 
on the premises. The dog bit a boy who 
attempted the familiarity of patting his 
head, and the little sufferer's father de- 
termined that someone should pay 
for the dog's spiteful deed. The case 
went through a trial by jwy, and dam- 
ages were assessed at $43S, which the 
uucle of the boy who was regarded as 
the dog's owner was required to pay. 
The uncle said he would do no such 
thing, at least until he had ascertained 
what the Supreme Court of the State had 
to say. The Supreme Court says that 
the jury's decision is right. The man 
who permits a dog to live on his premi- 
ses is responsible for tbe mischief done 
by the dog. It has cost this particular 
uncle $438 and costs to obtain the know- 
ledge of dog law. It is hereby dissemi- 
nated to the rest of the population of 
the State without money, and without 
price.

Fanu Xotes. 


Go into the cornfield and fasten a strip 


on the most vigorous stalks which con- 
tain the best ears. The proper time for 
selecting seed corn for next year is when 
the crop is growing, for then the condi- 
tion and progress of the whole plant can 
be observed. 


Do not burn anything that can be 


added to the manure heap with advant- 
age, or which can be plowed under. 
When a substance is destroyed by fire 
only the mineral matter remains. Ex- 
ception may be made to this rule, how- 
ever, if it is intended to destroy destruc- 
tive insects, for which purpose all heaps 
of rubbish should be burned. 


Onions will not be grown until next 


spring, but the best time to prepare the 
onion ground is in the fall. Flow the 
plot, spread manure thickly and hanow 
it in. The land will be in prime condi- 
tion for the crop when the onion season 
comes. 


It would be dollars in our pockets to 


tax ourselves heavily tor good roads. 
Markets would be open to us all times 
of the year; we could haul our supplies 
at less expense; there would be Jess 
wear and tear on wagons and injury to 
horses; the church, the school and the 
doctor would not be so far away; the 
members of the agricultural community 
would be brought closer together, and a 
more intimate social intercourse would 
result 


That man who is known to have noth- 


ing but good stock, of whatever variety, 
will never have much trouble in finding 
buyers or in getting good prices. More- 
over, he influences the market, and 
people will be more ready to buy mut- 
ton, pork or beef if their taste have been 
satisfied with a good quality. 


It is a pretty heavy drain on a farmer 


to carry several head of idle horses 
through a long winter. If these are all 
good brood mares, raising colts to pay 
their way, it is not so tad. It does not 
take long for an idle animal to eat his 
head off. Figure it out, or sell it at some 
price, and save the oats and figuring. 


M. A. Thayer says that berry vines, 


canes and fruit buds grown this season 
produce fruit next year and die. This 
jear's growth of plants and buds, then, 
practically decided the quantity and 
quality ot fruit that may be expected 
next year. For this reason the most 
vigorous plants should be used in the 
beginning. 


'Mulching is incoming more generally 


recogivzed as a. good practice, not only 
with small fruits, but with vegetables, 
for the purpose of keeping the soil cool 
during the dry weather o£ late summer. 
Cucumbers, tomatoea.melons and squash 
are benefited by being mulched after the 
last cultivation. 


Poultry that is to be used on the 


table, if confined and fed on corn and 
clean water a few days, will be found to 
havo the ilush sweet, juicy and tender. 


The fruit trees planted iu the full will 


do better than when heeled in during 
the winter season, in case the planting 
is wtli done. There will get an early start 
in the spring, when most of the farm 
work is hurrying. 


A thin horse added 100 pounds to his 


weight iu a month wh«n fed three pints 
of molasses on clover hay daily. There 
is danger of resultant indigestion, ant 
care must be taken, but it will make 
horses sleek and fat. 


Do not be afraid of overdoing the 


poultry business, for eggs are imported 
into this country every year, and neither 
the egg nor poultry market has ever been 
known to be glutted. 


The Ohio Experiment Station says 


that the best of old varieties of straw- 
berries are Warfield, Bubach, Crescent 
and Haverland, and no variety seems to 
have been found that is likely to super- 
cede them. 


If you can grow any meat at a profit 


it is lamb. It is universally considered 
a delicacy, and brings the highest price 
of all our meats. 


Black knot on plum and cherry trees 


prevails wherever those tees are grown. 
H can be prevented if all fruit growers 
will work together to extripi.te it. Ohio 
has a law against it, which should prove 
beneficial. It is as much a matter of 
legislation as the deatruction of thistles, 
against which many of the States have 
passed laws, makiug it an offense to al- 
low them to grow. 


Owing to the neglect of the apple crop 


in the East, California has given apples 
ber attention, and begins shipment of 
them this year for the first time. 


Droughts have prevailed both this year 


and last. Up to the period of the exces- 
sive raiosof last May Ihe rainfall during 
the winter, which is then usually most 
abundant in this section, was not up to 
the average. Since the overponr of rain 
the season has been very dry, and the 
beginning of August is about the time 
for breaking the drought, which some- 
times extends through July. 
The 


drought prevails in those sections this 
season where there is the least timber. 
There is room for investigation in the 
matter of the prolonged drought this

HOGS, COKX \SD CASH. 


The Swine ns a Factor in Atueric-au Agri- 


cultural Prosperity. 


Never has the value of the hog crop 


to American farmers been more strik- 
ingly demonstrated than during the past 
12 months. Throughout those long and 
anxious weeks of 1893, when bursting 
banks and financial wrecks were sweep- 
ing away millions every day, and during 
nil the depression of the first half of 1894 
Sootl hogs were being grown, shipped to 
market and turned into cash in such 
iistonishing numbers as to keep a verita- 
ble Niagara of hard cash—ready money 
—flowing out from the purses of packers 
and shippers into the pockets of western 
farmers, and this enormous quantity of 
pork has been produced at such a com- 
paratively small cost that almost every 
pound of it has been sold—even through 
the very worst of the financial cyclone— 
at an actual profit to the producer. Can 
this be said of any other variety of live 
stock or of any crop of grain that has 
been on sale during this same value de- 
stroying period 'f 


The simple fact is that the farmers of 


the west who live in sections where the 
corn crop never fails and rarely falls be- 
low un average yield have in this field of 
liork production a business which in 
their hands is surrounded by so many 
outstanding advantages that they can 
safely challenge the competition of the 
world. Myriad acres of land elsewhere 
can contribute toward swelling the vol- 
ume of cattle, sheep and horses. India, 
Russia and Argentine can grow wheat so 
cheaply and in such quantities as to 
fairly ruin the American farmer who at- 
tempts to compete, but the sun does 
not shine on any land that produces the 
liog's own feed—Indian corn—in such 
lavish abundance, that has such perfect 
ransportation and market facilities, 
such admirable packing plants, as these 
central nestern states. The hog is the 
one reliable money maker, the "rent 
payer," the "breadwinner," the "mort- 
gage lifter" par excellence of the corn 
states. lie may make more money for 
his owner some years than others. He 
may be overtaken at time by disease, 
but in the long run he always pays a 
handsome profit in any corn growing 
district. 
Other countries may grow 


"pigs" in comparatively small numbers, 
but nowhere outside of the United 
States can hogs making such astonish- 
ing weights alstich an early age or be pro- 
duced in such enormous numbers at 
such slight cost. Only two weeks ago 
there were over 300,000 heiid bought 
and paid for at four primary receiving 
points iu six days, and even that great 
"run" was absorbed without a break. 
There is no overestimating the import- 
ance of the hog crop as a leading factor 
in American, agricultural prosperity. 
We have virtually a monopoly of the 
world's markets so far as cheap pork of 
line quality is concerned and should 
make Hie most of it.—Breeder's Gazette.

In Xew England cucumbers for pick- 


ling make an important crop, in one 
section as much as 4000 acres having 
been planted. The price obtained is 
about 50 cents per bushel. They are 
picked when very small and put up in 
jars. 


Cut back the young raspberry canes 


when they are three feet high and they 
will have stronger branches than if cut 
back when full grown. 


Celery plants will not stand drought. 


It the plot is a small one, and will not 
entail too much labor by so doing, use 
the ioapsuds from the family washing 
along the rows. Soapsuds are beneficial 
to both celery and asparagus. 


Try sowing crimson clover this month 


as an experiment. It will grow on light 
or heavy aoiL Brush the seed in, and 
use plenty of it. The beat fertilizer for 
i t at this season is wood ashes or lime. 


The skim milk from one cow is esti- 


mated to be worth $20 a year. So far as 
iU actual proportion of nutritious mat- 
ter is concerned It is more valuable than 
cream, because It contains the protein 
and mineral matter. Its value on tbe 
farm depends on tbe use to which it is 
applied. It should furnish mistenacce 
for two pigs in a year if used in connec- 
tion with clover and grain.

Peaches uiul Potash. 


Jtr. Siuitli, who has been detailed by 


the Agricultural Department for a num- 
ber of years lo investigate the cause of 
the so-called "yellows" in peach trees 
and to devise a remedy has, after years 
of practical work, given up in despair. 
That the disease is accompanied by mul- 
titudes of bacterial forms is evideut, 
but that any of these organiurns are the 
direct cause of the d;sease has not been 
proved. Xo remedy hits yet been proved. 
Xo remedy has yet been found fora 
tree really attacked by the yellows, and 
ihe axe and the fine saw seem the only 
means of checking it. But in all the 
preaeh-growing districts there are thous- 
ands of unhealthy yellow looking trees 
that some have assumed to have tbe dis- 
ease. But their condition is really due 
to the ravages of the root aphis or to ex- 
haustion of the soil of elements needed 
for the successful growth of the trees. 
Now in all of our coast country the great 
lack of the old cultivated soils, and in 
lact, of all our coast soils, is potash. 


It is well known that all fruit trees are 


large useis of potash, and when by their 
continued growth they have drawn heav- 
ily upon the supply, already scanty, in 
these light soils, the trees suffer from 
the lack, and the careless observer at 
once says "yellows," while really the 
trouble is starvation. Now it is also well 
known that trees and plants of any kind 
when in the weakened growth are more 
readily attacked by insects. And when 
millions of root aphia begin to feed upon 
the roots of the already weakened tree 
and it gets yellow and dies the folk who 
cannot diagnose a disease correctly, says 
it is asure case of "yellows." Now while 
a liberal use of potash may not check a 
genuine case of yellows, it it certain that 
dressing of kainit or muriate of potash 
will bring into thrifty growth thousands 
of yellow, sickly trees that are only be- 
ing starved, and will put them in a con- 
dition to resist the insect attacks, or even 
to resist the real disease. 


That soil conditions have a good deal 


to do with the peach yellows is evident. 
Seveial years a^o when at the University 
of Illinois, Prof. Burrill showed me a 
tree which lie had brought from New 
Jersey, with all the evidences of an ad- 
vanced stage of yellows. I saw it in the 
autumn after it had been one summer 
planted in the rich black prairie soil. It 
had started astaunchand healthy growth, 
instead of the wiry twigs on it. when 
it came, and was evidently growing out 
of it. JProf. B. showed me a lot of 
healthy peach trees which he said he 
had vainly tried to inoculate from the 
diseased tree. But the disease would 
not go on in the soil. Of course I know 
it is tin old story that potash will cure a 
diseased tree, but I am more and more 
convinced that there would be less of 
yellows if kainit were freely used upon 
peacli orchards. It may not cure a di- 
seased tree, but a plentiful supply of 
potash will keep the tree in such robust 
health that that disease will have little 
chance at them.—Country Gentleman. 


The young suckers, or shoots, which 


start up at the base of a young tree, de- 
prive the tree of its nourishment, and 
they should be removed as soon as they 
appear. If this is done by observing the 
trees daily they can be rubbed off with 
the baud. A great many young trees 
are stunted by allowing shoots frota the 
roots to grow to the height of & foot or 
more before they are cut away. 


A good start for a young animal is im- 


portant. It should not be compelled to 
procure all of its food from the pasture. 
A ration of ground oats at night will be 
found an economical way of keeping it 
growing and in good condition.
